Then a group of 'roofers' take 
over.

They arrive 
usually before seven In the morn 
Ing. so that they will not be con 
itantly engaged In peering over the 
edge to, aim their shovels-full away 
from passorsby below. 

Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Buildings and Grounds, 
Mr. R. G. Defries, estimates that up 
lo $5,000 are spent annually on 
snow removal.- 

As for the amount of territory 
that must be looked after, follow 
Ing a snowstorm? Well, if one con 
ilders all the University's property 
itretchlng from Shutcr Street .on 
cast to Ontario Avenue and 
north to Macdonald Park, It is hard 
to< estimate. It's 'miles and miles' he 
believes and the two' men who 
drive the plows ( will doubtless 
agree. 

Parked cars haven't been very 
much of an obstacle so far, but

Event is expected to brina^mp^e 
tnan 2,000 former students of La- 
val to Quebec. 

First, stage of celebration opens 
Thursday and will be highlighted 
Saturday when the Prime Minister 
will address a banquet at the 
Chateau Frontenac' 

Friday morning His Excellency 
Msgr. Maurice Roy, Archbishop of 
Quebec and Chancellor of the Un- 
iversity, will celebrate a Pontifical 
High Mass at Quebec's Basilica. 
Sermon will be delivered by Msgr. 
Olivier Maurault, rector of the 
University of Montreal. Cardinal 
McGuigan will also deliver a brief 
address. 

Friday afternoon honorary de 
grces will be conferred on a num- 
ber of outstanding Canadians. Mr. 
Justice - Gerald Lacroix, chairman 
of the Old Boys Association and 
official delegates of alumni from 
Canada and the United States will 
pay tribute to Lavnl at the after- 
noon ceremonies. 

Saturday will be devoted to 
meetings of the Old Boys Associa- 
tion and class reunions, and will 
be climaxed by the dinner at which 
the Prime Minister will be the 
speaker. , 

Weeks : events mark the opening 
of a ten month celebration marking 
the granting of the Royal Charter 
to Laval a hundred years ago.

educationalists from all parts of the 
world will' attend the various ses 
slons. The events will have a his 
torical, religious, academic, social 
and artistic nature and will cov«r 
all phases i of Laval's contribution 
to French Canadian culture. 

Principal celcbTàtlons will be 
held from September 19 to 22, when 
official representatives from Grent 
Britain, France, United States and 
the Vatican will assemble at Laval 
along with delegates from univcr 
sitlcs of all parts of the world.

Ottawa, Feb. 18 — No official decision by Canadian 
University students on the controversial Soviet student 
exchange proposal will be made until next September. 

Meeting here yesterday, the executive of the N/ ual 
Federation of Canadian University Students (Nt, 7S) 
turned a deaf ear to demands from a number of Universities, I 
McGill among them, that the Federation reconsider during » 
this academic year its decision not to participate in ar 
exchange of student visits with Russia. 

That decision, taken last September at NFCUS' annu 
conference, will accordingly stand for a full year— desp 
the fact that during the past four months more than hi 
of the Federation's 20 member Universities have apparent! 
declared support for the proposal.

'The end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury marked a fulfillment of musi- 
cal achievement." This was the 
position taken by Dean Douglas 
Clarke of the' Consorvatorium of 
Music in a talk given to the. His- 
torical Society last night on 'The 
Music of the Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth Centuries." 

The Dean said that the composers 
and Instrumentalists of the seven- 
teenth century had already re- 
leased themselves from the bonds 
of patronage, reaching, a position of 
economic and musical independ- 
ence by the eighteenth century.

Dr. Watkins 
To Speak 

Professor F. M. Watkins will 
speak on The Prospects Of Con- 
stitutional Government In Japan" 
to the International Relations Club 
on Thursday at'5 p.m. in the club- 
room. 

Dr. Watkins, Chairman of the So- 
cial Science group of studies, and 
Bronfman Professor of Political 
Science, is a native of Providence, 
R.I. He received his Ph.D degree 
from Harvard University. 

During the war Dr. Watkins gave 
special courses to military person 
nel who were to take over various 
government posts after the Am- 
erican Occupancy. Then, as a mem- 
ber of the O.S.S., wartime Ameri- 
can Secret Services .Bureau, he 
spent considerable time on Euro- 
pean service. 

He joined the leaching staff of 
McGill as a professor in 1945 and 
was appointed chairman of Social 
Sciences in September, 1943. 



arts, especially music and literature, 
reached Its zenith in the works of 
Beethoven and Wordsworth. Dean 
Clarke traced thc'historlcal devel 
opmcnt of this fulfillment of the 
arts. 

Two groups of musical' events of 
historical significance were further 
illustrated on the piano by Dean 
Clarke, and by recordings. The 
first group of events were the full 
development . and subsequent dc 
mise of the period of polyphonic 
writing, the second group of events 
being the rise of Opera and Ora- 
torio in the eighteenth century, to- 
gether with the full development 
of the symphony and allied forms. 

The former event. Dean Clarke 
said*, Is demonstrated by the work 
of Palcstrina and the Tudor com- 
posers in England, among them 
Thomas Tallls, William Byrd, John 
Dowland, the originator of the Art 
Song and the man who gave the 
Hamlet story to Shakespeare. The 
Intense Interest .In music during the 
seventeenth century Is marked by 
the inclusion of songs in all but 
one of Shakespeare's plays. Pur- 
cell, considered by many the great- 
est English composer, showed a 
startlngly modern use of strln3s. 
Erroneous ideas on the role of the 
Puritans In the destruction of music 
was shown by Dean Clarke. Secular 
music flourished, perhaps all the 
more for the suppression of church 
music. 

Dean Clarke showed how Schutz 
and Bach developed the Chorale 
and the Passions, almost a century 
apart. Handel created Oratorios 
after the failure of his Operas, 
which became aristocratically In- 
tolerable after the success of the 
rowdy "Beggar's Opera"' by 
Pepusch. Bach and Handel wrote 
Suites and Overtures, the fore- 
runners of the Symphony. Haydn 
and Mozart created the Symphony 
as we know It, Beethoven per- 
fecting the f-n m to Its fullest. Dean 
Clarke pointed out that Beethoven 
was the culmination of all that ha^ 
gone before, expressing all that he 
knew in a musical idiom perhaps 
never to be equalled in a sym- 
phonic sense.

To Tour Boston; 
Tackle Toronto 

"Resolved that this house dc 
plores the leadership given by the 
United States In world affairs," will 
be the topic of the intercollegiate 
debate against the University of 
Toronto to be held in the Union 
Clubroom on Tuesday, February 
10th, at 5 p.m. 

' Jerome Smythc and Joan Mac 
Farlane, who will represent McGill 
will uphold the negative of the 
resolution. 

Professor Watkins, head of the 
Pojitical Science Department, will 
judge the debate. 

On February 31, Michael Wilson, 
President of the McGill Debating 
Society, and Hank Ncvard. Men' 
Vice-President of the Debating 
Society, will leave for Boston 
where they will uphold the nega- 
tive of the debate, "Resolved that 
the Communist party should be 
officially outlawed." 



Universities to send their delegates 
to the next annual conference at 
Laval In Sept., 1952, with directives 
on how to vote on the question.

of view were expressed."

The executive apparently Inter- 
preted these motions as expressing I 
merely "Interest In" rather than \ 
"favour of" the proposed exchange. 
It amended a sentence In the origin- 
al draft of the resolution which re- 
ferred to "the decisive expression 
of favor of Canadian students" of 
the plan. On the suggestion of Don - 
MacGillivray, vice-president for th 
Western provinces, the words ' 
of" were 'changed to "it: 
Canadian students." 

In reporting the results of 
cussion of the Issue on campusc' 
across the nation, student news- 
papers have hitherto held that of 
the 20 member Universities, 11 wore 
for the exchange, four were agaii 
and five were uncommitted, 
totals were published as long j 
December 20. 

The executive said that In con- 
sidering the Issue it respected "the 
wishes of the Canadian student 
(who) realize that reconsideration I 
of this Issue runs counter to , the 
express decision of" the Septem- 
ber, 1951, conference. 

The reference apparently was to 
a Laval University student council 
claim that decisions by a national 
conference of NFCUS ought only, 
to be changed by a subsequent con- 






fcrence, and not by any mall vote 
in mid-year. 

The bulk of the resolution com- '-" 
prised a list of specific questions 
about the principle of the exchange, 
methods of financing It, and the 
natuie of the participating student 
delegations. Each student counci! 
is asked to send definite ansv 
to the questions with its delegate 
to the next annual conference. 

The international activities 
mittcc of the Federation 
undertake Immediately, the re 
Hon said, "a technical report deal- 
ing with all the organizational, gov. 
emmental, financial, travel and 
other problems of the tour. This 
report will be prepared for pre- 
sentation to the next conference." 

". . . if it is the considered opinion 
as a result of discussion (at this 
conference) that a Soviet visit 
should be undertaken the visit can 
be arranged in a very short time 
and In a most efficient manner." 

The committee will inform nil 
University administrations "of the 
purposes, arrangements and na i; " 
of the proposed visit and (will) 
cuss with tiiem their opinion 
the feasibility and difficulties of 
such a visit and the relations of uni- 
versity administrations lo such a 
project." This will be done through

The nations have an] absolute right to conduct tal with the International Bank of Rehabilitation and 

their Internal matters in any manner they select, Reconstruction to aid backward countries, without 

completely free from external interference. proviso as to the policies of the borrowing nation; 

The nations have a right to adopt any foreign The bank extending loans on the established prln- 



pollcy they may see fit without fear of Interference, 
pressure -or Intimidation from ' otfier "countries in- 
sofar as it docs not constitute, or indirectly aid mil- 
itary action against any other nailon. 

That where our policy Is found to be in conflict, 
with those of dlher nations, our. approach should be 
one of self-analysis with a view to seeking a policy 
that will win their support rather than forcing their 



clplcs of any national banking institution, satisfying 
itself only that the loan is a sound financial risk. 
Rates of interest should be maintained at the mini- 
mum possible.- 

That an international pool of technical skill be set 
up so that there be Immediately available to back- 
ward nations vital technical assistance upon which 
they may draw on request.

Tha Great Debate: Requiescat in Pace 




There aro two things wrong with the 
lengthy resolution postponing reconsideration 
of the Soviet student cxehnngc proposal until 
next September which the executive of the 
National Federation of Canadian University 
Students (NFCUS) drew up during its Ottawa 
meeting last weekend. First, it fails to explain 
why the executive, in view of the ruckus being 
raised out in the provinces, did not call for 
reconsideration of the nriginnl motion at some 
point between December nnd last weekend, 
and second, it gives no sensible reason for not 
doing so now. This we consider a gross dcrclic- 
>tion of its duty. 

The root, cause of both, we imagine, is the 
'executive's evident complete inability to dis- 
sociate in their minds the two chief aspects of 
the issue. One of. the aspects has to do with

But (nnd this is 
the essential point) because they cannot sep- 
arate principle from practicability in their 
minds, as wc said in the beginning, they also 
deferred a decision on reconsideration of the 
motion of principle for these months. This 
could very easily have been done by mail. 

An introductory paragraph of the resolution 
seems to lend solace to an extraordinary pro- 
position. This paragraph reads: "It (the exe- 
cutive ) respects the wishes of. Canadian stu- 
dents realizing that reconsideration of this. is- 
sue runs counter to the express decision of the 
, London (Ont.) Conference of 1951." The exe- 
cutive here trends on dangerous ground. Pre-, 
sumably the reference is to the nrgumcnt thnt 
decisions made by the annual conference 
ought only to ."be changed by u subsequent 
conference. In effect, this says that decisions 
made by conference delegates, who of neces- 
sity must almost always speak without previ- 
ous knowledge of the views of their students' 
councils, will supercede for a year any deci- 
sions made in the interim bv'a majority of 
the councils' themselves. Wc must thus con- 
clude that the assent given to the exchange by. 
a' majority of Universities representing somo 
36,000 Canadian students must stagnate for a 
year because some twelve delegates, express- 
ing their own opinions, voted against the mo- 
tion last September. 

In short, the executive's action is loo little 
and too lnte. The Great Debate has,' for 
this year, run its course. There is not the 
slightest doubt thnt the majority of Cnnadian 
University students support the cxehnngc pro- 
posal. The executive has neglected its obvious 
duty to allow them to put their desire into the 
Federation's records this year. With students 
busy with elections nnd studies, and student 
newspapers preparing to stop publication, 
there is no time for renewed argument. Re- 
quiescat in pace. jms 



It must be a basic concept of 
western nations that India may 
freely àdppt any policy internally, 
or foreign policy externally, as out- 
lined in the general provisions of 
this resolution. 

That we should reaffirm India 
of our intention to support her' in 
the event of any unprovoked 
aggression.

Should 
open, war precipitate, the United 
Nations should send an ultimatum 
to both parties ordering them to 
return to their respective positions 
before commencement of hostlll 
tiesf falling this, take military 
action. 

Malaya 

The United Kingdom should grant 
to Malaya Dominion Status, and as 
a condition, reserve for Itself by 
treaty the right to maintain de- 
fence bases within the 'Country. 

It is suggested, to this end, that 
the British Government organize 
free and. representative elections, 
and that within a -year of establish- 
ing the new government, British
